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Science park plan 

moves step closer

AMBITIOUS plans to create a 
gateway science and research 
park on the edge of Haverhill 
could go ahead as early as next 
year if councillors agree to vary 
planning restrictions on the site. 

Local developer Nic Rumsey last 
month unveiled plans for the Hav¬ 
erhill Research Park on the 30-acre 
site at the approach to the town 
from Cambridge. 

His firm, Carisbrooke, which is behind the 
Haverhill Business Park, has already bought 
most of the site, which is earmarked in the 
Local Plan for a research or high tech 
development. 

As reported in the Weekly News, Mr Rum¬ 
sey called on St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council to produce a draft concept state¬ 
ment giving planning guidance for the site. 
He said it should also include some higher 
value uses, such as housing, to make the 
scheme commercially viable. 

The council released its statement for 
public comment this week. If approved by 
councillors, it will then be used to produce a 
masterplan for the site. 

The document says a “high standard of 
design” would be required throughout the 
site, and the section fronting the A1307 at the 
entrance to the town should feature a 
landmark building.

Hospital hit 
by norovirus 


FOUR wards at West 
Suffolk Hospital have been 
closed to new admissions 
after patients showed 
symptoms of norovirus. 

A total of 20 patients in wards 
G3, G4, G5 and G8 have the 
symptoms of the highly conta¬ 
gious diarrhoea and vomiting 
vims. 

All four wards are now closed 
to new admissions and will 
remain shut until at least 72 
hours after the patients have 
recovered. 

Staff are taking steps to stop 
the illness from spreading, 
including carrying out enhanced 
cleaning in the affected areas 
and ensuring patients from the 
four wards are not transferred 
elsewhere in the hospital. 

Visitors who have shown 
symptoms of the virus have been 
urged to stay away. 

Norovirus, which is often 
known as winter vomiting virus, 
affects hundreds of people in the

community each year. Sufferers 
get bouts of diarrhoea and 
vomiting which last for one or 
two days, but may remain 
contagious even after they start 
feeling better. 

Gwen Nuttall, chief operating 
officer at the hospital, said: 
“Norovirus is very infectious and 
every year there are cases in the 
community which transfer to the 
hospital. Because the virus has 
an incubation period of several 
days, people are often unaware 
that they are carrying it until 
after they have passed it on. 

“We are managing the current 
cases using our stringent infec¬ 
tion control policies and our 
cleaning staff have been working 
hard to make sure enhanced 
cleaning takes place on the 
affected wards. 

“We would advise anyone who 
has had diarrhoea or vomiting to 
stay away from the hospital for 


at least 72 hours after they have 
recovered, even if they feel 
better. Otherwise they run the 
risk of unknowingly passing the 
highly contagious illness on to 
someone who is already sick. 

“Anyone who visits the 
hospital should be vigilant and 
take care to clean their hands. If 
they are visiting the affected 
wards, they should use soap and 
water when they arrive and 
before they leave as the alcohol 
gel is not effective against this 
virus.” 

Visiting on the affected wards 
is being restricted to evenings, 
between 7pm and 8pm, while 
children under the age of 12 
have been urged to stay away. 

Anyone suffering from 
norovirus should stay at home, 
drink plenty of water and take 
paracetamol tablets to relieve a 
temperature. People with the 
virus are advised to go into hos¬ 
pital if they are very young, very 
old or frail or are having 
problems with dehydration.

It also says: "It is ack¬ 
nowledged that the infra¬ 
structure costs associated 
with bringing this sloping 
site forward for commercial 
development could have a 
potential impact on the 
delivery of a high quality 
business environment. 

"If, having regard to 
prevailing market condit¬ 
ions, it can be demonstrated 
that such costs will seriously 
jeopardise the delivery of 
the site, the local planning 
authority will give consid¬ 
eration to the inclusion of 
an appropriate provision of 
higher value uses." 

Mr Rumsey told the 
Weekly News: “We consider 
this site presents a valuable 
opportunity for the town 
and it is therefore important 
that the council under¬ 
stands the views of resi¬ 
dents, businesses and all 
others interested in the 
town's future development.” 

Consultation on the plan 
runs until July 30, and a 
drop-in event will be held 
from 3.30pm to 7pm on 
Wednesday at St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil Offices in Lower Downs 
Slade.

Recruitment freeze as 
force feels the pinch 


NO new police officers will be 
employed in Suffolk after Sept¬ 
ember as part of a range of cost¬ 
cutting measures aimed at sav¬ 
ing £1.14 million. 

The recruitment freeze will save the 
force £400,000. A further £86,000 will be 
saved by not filling vacant civilian posts 
and a further £142,000 is due to be saved 
from civilian job reductions which could 
come next year. 

It is unclear at this stage whether 
further cuts will involve redundancies, 
but a spokeswoman for the Suffolk 
Police Authority said any additional cuts 
would be subject to approval by 
members of the authority. 

The authority also agreed to prepare 
for savings of up to 20 per cent for the 
period to 2014. 

Colin Spence, police authority chair¬ 
man, said: “The police authority has 
approved the proposals put forward by 
the constabulary to achieve the in-year 
savings required by the Home Office.

PM quizzed on 
college project 

HAVERHILL’S bid for a further education 
(LE) college has been raised in the House of 
Commons. 

West Suffolk MP Matthew Hancock used 
yesterday’s Prime Minister’s Question Time 
to quiz David Cameron about funding for a 
facility in the town 

A successful bid was made by several local 
schools and colleges last year to create a new 
college, but it did not go ahead because of 
lack of funding. 

The new coalition Government has now 
set aside £50million for new colleges and Mr 
Cameron hopes some of this cash could be 
used to revive the Haverhill scheme. 

Mr Hancock asked: “May I tell the Prime 
Minister how pleased my constituents were 
when he found £50million to help further 
education colleges that were promised 
funding but left high and dry by the previous 
administration? 

“Will he ensure that the application for an 
PE college in Haverhill in my constituency is 
given the attention it deserves, so that 
Haverhill can get the FE college that it is 
promised?” 

The PM replied: “My honorable friend 
makes a very good public spending app¬ 
lication, and I am sure that the Treasury will 
have been listening carefully. 

“He also makes a very good point - even in 
a difficult Budget, when reductions had to be 
made, we have boosted spending on FE 
colleges and increased the number of 
apprenticeships, after the shambles left by 
the last lot.” 

Mr Hancock later said: “It is early days, but 
we have got to make sure that we keep the 
pressure up. 

“We all know that public finances are 
tight, but there is this £50million in funding 
and I want to see it allow the proposal for 
Haverhill to go ahead.”

child was born. 

Even when her brother 
and his partner were also 
living at the family home, 
with her parents sleeping in 
the lounge, Gemma says she 
was not moved up the 
waiting list. 

She said: “I have been 
close to the bottom of the 
list for quite a while and I 
am just not getting any¬ 
where. 

“It is a three-bedroom 
house, but one room is just 
a box room with the top of 
the stairs in it and we are 
using it to store the babies’ 
things. 

“It is really getting me 
down and what really makes 
me angry is when people

“My situation is not going 
to change.

A St Edmundsbury Bor¬ 
ough Council spokesman 
said: “We do not comment 
on individual cases, but we 
can assure tenants that 
social housing is awarded 
strictly on a priority basis. 

“Allocation is managed by 
the borough council 
through the Home Link 
scheme and people wanting 
a property join the register 
of housing need. 

“Their circumstances are 
categorised from A to D, 
with A being the highest 
need. They then bid on 
appropriate properties as 
they become available. 

“Some types of property 
are more in demand than 
others, but the housing 
options team supports app¬ 
licants through the process.”

Dad’s life: the coalition 
Government wants fathers 
to be able to spend more 
time with their babies. 


FTtie Government is 
I planning to allow 
A fathers to take 
more time off work 
when their children are 
born and to take an 
equal share of parental 
leave equally with 
mothers. 

Deputy Prime Minister 
Nick Clegg has vowed to 
change the “outdated” 
attitude that means mothers 
take more parental leave than 
fathers after the baby’s birth. 

The coalition Government 
is looking to encourage 
shared parenting by 
introducing new legislation to 
allow fathers to take more 
than the two weeks’ paternity 
leave which the system 
currently offers. 

Both die Conservatives and 
the Liberal Democrats are 
behind the plans, which 
would mean parents would 
be able to determine how to 
divide 52 weeks of leave 
between them. 

However, business leaders 
have expressed concern over

the move and say small 
businesses in particular 
would suffer. 

John Bridge, chief executive 
of Cambridgeshire Chamber 
of Commerce, described the 
move as “ridiculous”. 

He said: “Companies and 
small businesses in particular 
have suffered enough and are 
continuing to struggle. 

“New legislation entitling 
fathers to have more 
paternity leave is not what 
businesses need - they need 
investment, not more 
pressure and expenses put 
upon them. 

“The current system seems 
to work fine enough, 
although maternity leave puts 
enough strain on small 
businesses as it is. 

“The majority of businesses 
in the UK now have a single¬ 
figure workforce, which 
means these new legislations 


really could have devastating 
effects on them. 

“The Government needs to 
forget this idea, leave the 
current parental leave 
legislations alone and focus 
on investing in businesses 
instead.” 

If introduced, mothers 
could take off the whole 52 
weeks while the father 
continued to work, or the 
father could take over the 
leave at any time following 
the first 14 weeks. 

Alternatively, both parents 
could take 26 weeks and each 
would effectively be entitled 
to double the rate of statutory 
maternity pay. 

Mr Clegg has also said the 
Government would extend 
the right to request flexible 
working hours to try and 
make Britain more “family- 
friendly”. 

Cheryl Park, human 


resources director at 
Cambridge University Press, 
one of the city’s biggest 
employers, believes allowing 
fathers to take more paternity 
leave is a “great idea”. 

She said: ‘Additional 
paternity leave is a great idea 
in principle, enabling both 
parents to be able to share the 
responsibility for caring for 
their new child. 

“In practice, we are not sure 
how popular this will be, and 
therefore how it will affect our 
business. 

“One of the challenges will 
be administering the new 
paternity leave and pay, as 
this transfers from the 
mother’s maternity leave and 
pay, and it is likely that she 
will be working for another 
employer.” 

A recent report shows that 
busy fathers are missing out 
on more of their children’s 



milestones than ever before 
due to hectic work schedules. 

A study of3,000 parents by 
the Tesco Baby and Toddler 
Club revealed that almost 
three-quarters of fathers have 
not been at home when their 
newborn tot has crawled, 
smiled, spoken their first 
words or taken their first 
steps. 

Jenna Bannerman, 
spokeswoman for the Tesco 
Baby and Toddler Club, said: 
“It’s a real shame that dads 
are missing out on such 
treasured moments in their 
child’s life. 

“Seeing your baby smile for 
the first time or hearing them 
utter their first word will stay 
with a parent forever.”

In the September of 
2008, aged just 45, Shona 
was diagnosed with breast 
cancer. Since then, she has 
endured months of 
chemo, a mastectomy, 
radiotherapy, numerous 
drug treatments and, most 
recently, surgery to 
remove her ovaries. It has, 
she admits, been a real 
rollercoaster. But, after it 
all, she’s still here - and 
she’s looking to the future. 
“I still think about

to: the day I don’t even 
think about it. But it’s like 
any other aspect of life: 
your children, your 
job.. .You can’t help 
thinking about them. 

“And there are 
reminders; there will 
always be reminders: 
when I get in the shower I 
can see the scars. But I’m 
very positive. People often 
say to me: ‘Weren’t you 
frightened?’ and I can 
honestly say: ‘No’. At no 
point in the process did I 
feel afraid of dying. It 
might sound odd, but 
that’s a strangely 
reassuring thing.” 

Shona got involved in 
local politics after 
spending years in the civil 
service; after moving to 
the Cambridgeshire village 
of Over in the late 1980s, 
she first stood for election 
for the Conservatives in 
1993. 

“For the first couple of 
years I didn’t particularly 
enjoy it,” admits the 
mother-of-three. “But 
then I started to feel I 
could really make a 
difference and I got 
hooked. Sometimes you 
can’t help people, that’s 
true, but sometimes you 
can - and that’s a great 
thing.” 


In her time as 
councillor, Shona has held 
numerous posts; by 
coincidence, when she 
was diagnosed with 
cancer she was among the 
non-execs at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

“For quite a long time, I 
didn’t know I was ill; I’m 
not very good at knowing 
when I’m unwell,” says 
Shona, topping up her 
coffee and settling back on 
the sofa. “I had this 
niggling under my right 
arm. I’d been doing a lot of 
gardening and I thought I 
must have pulled a muscle 
or something. 

Occasionally it felt as if I’d 
got a golf ball tucked 
under my arm, even 
though there was nothing 
there.” 

Going on a summer 
holiday with an old friend 
- godmother to one of her 
sons - Shona says her 
friend was awaiting biopsy 
results at the time; on 
returning from the trip, 
she was confirmed to have 
breast cancer. “I thought I 
was having sympathy 
pains,” Shona adds, with a 
wry smile. “But it made me 
think I ought to get it 
checked out - so I did.” 

Referred to the 
Addenbrooke’s breast 


clinic, Shona discovered, 
after scans, that her right 
breast was actually 
cancer-free - but she had a 
5cm tumour in her left 
breast. 

“I could see it on the 
screen,” she remembers. 

“It was very obvious. But, 
at that stage, they simply 
told me there were 
‘worrying changes’ and 
they’d do a biopsy. 

“I went back to get the 
results that Friday. I’ll 
always remember that 
day: it was one of those 
beautiful autumn days, 
with a clear blue sky and 
not a breath of wind. 

“That’s when they told 
me: ‘It is cancer.’ It was 
very odd. I went into a 
kind of denial, I think; in 
some ways, I don’t think 
I’ve ever accepted it. I 
went outside, sat in the car 
and thought I ought to 
make a few phone calls... 
After I’d called my 
husband, my sister, my 
mum, I thought: ‘What do 
I do now? Go home and 
mope? Or go to work?’ I’d 
got a meeting in the diary, 
so I thought I ought to go 
to work - and I did.” 

Throughout all the 
treatment which followed, 
Shona never stopped 
working. She had to cut 


back a bit, admittedly, 
excusing herself from 
evening meetings. But at 
no point did she decide to 
stop. 

“For one thing, it never 
really occurred to me,” she 
says. “And, for another, I 
wanted to keep things as 
normal as possible for the 
children.” 

Breaking the news to 
her three Idds - now 16,15 
and 13 - was, Shona 
admits, one of the 
toughest times. Her 
daughter was, she recalls, 
most upset; one of her 
friend’s mothers was 
nearing the end of her 
battle with breast cancer 
and, tragically, it had been 
declared terminal. 

“That made it more 
frightening for her,” says 
Shona. “But I told her I’d 
be fine. My youngest, 
who’d just turned 12, also 
got upset at one point. I 
asked him: ‘Are you 
frightened I might die?’ 
and he said: ‘Yes.’ I replied: 
‘Well, I’m not going to die, 
so don’t worry.’” 

Praising the 

Addenbrooke’s team for all 
their support, Shona says 
she was swiftly given a 
treatment plan. A full body 
scan revealed the cancer 
had just begun to spread 
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into her lymph nodes, so 
chemotherapy was 
prescribed first; the aim 
was to kill off the 
spreading cells and also 
shrink the original breast 
tumour. 

“It’s funny,” recalls 
Shona. “You go from never 
being in hospital to being 
there all the time. The 
treatment takes over your 
life... For someone who 
likes to be in control, 
which I do, for things to be 
completely out of your 
control is very unnerving. 

“I remember coming 
home one day and 
thinking: ‘OK, I’ve had 
enough. I want to get off 
this roundabout.’ But 
that’s not how it works. You 
have to keep going.” 

Given six cycles of 
chemotherapy, with 
treatments at three-week 
intervals, Shona soon got 
into a routine - which 
involved a lunch with 
girlfriends pre-chemo, 
followed by a weekend 
spent in bed. 

The side-effects of 
chemo included nausea, 
constipation, exhaustion 
and, rues Shona, going off 
random foods and drinks, 
including coffee and 
parsnips. 

“It was when my hair 
came out that I really 
started to look ill,” she 
continues. “I remember 
looking in the mirror and 
thinking: ‘Is that me?’ I got 
my hair cut really short 
beforehand, so it wouldn’t 
seem so bad; it actually fell 
out over a weekend. The 
children didn’t like seeing 
me without hair, so I wore 
a wig. And I’m also very 
bloody-minded: I didn’t 
want anyone to knowhow 
awful I was feeling.” 

The worst thing was, 
adds Shona, the bone- 
aching tiredness. “I’d 
struggle to stay awake 
after about 7.30pm,” she 
remembers. “There were 
times when I felt so awful I 
wanted to be dead. I didn’t 
want to go through the 
hassle of dying, I just 
wanted to be dead. The 
physical side of treatment 
was quite straightforward, 


psychologically it was 
harder.” 

Shona confesses that, 
on one particular Sunday 
morning, she “completely 
lost it”. Liking to keep the 
house neat and tidy - one 
small thing, she explains, 
that was still within her 
control - a misplaced 
magazine and some 
abandoned clothes proved 
the final straw: after 
throwing everything she 
could lay her hands on out 
into the garden (including 
the laundry basket), she 
stormed out of the house. 
“I can laugh about it now,” 
she says, “but at the time it 
was not funny...” 

On completing chemo, 
Shona was given a very 
welcome six-week break 
before her surgery. But, 
instead of recovering, her 
health suddenly took a 
sharp turn for the worse; it 
transpired that her white 
blood cell count had 
plummeted dangerously 
low, leaving her vulnerable 
to infection. 

“Feeling grotty” and 
running a temperature, 
Shona had developed a 
chest infection, doctors 
initially thought. But the 
following week, after a day 
trip to London for work, 
her condition dramatically 
deteriorated. 

“I was tender all over, in 
agony,” she recounts. “My 
blood pressure was 
dropping, so I felt very 
faint... I was just feeling 
worse and worse.” 

Because of a norovirus 
outbreak on the wards, 
Shona was admitted to 
hospital via the A&E 
department. With thick 
snow on the ground 
outside, she remembers 
“lots of people coming in 
with broken legs”. 

“That was one of those 
moments when I just 
wanted to be dead,” says 
Shona. 

“They discovered I had 
glandular fever. I went 
quite yellow and my skin 
was all puffy: I looked like 
a yellow Michelin man.” 

When Shona finally had 
her surgery it fell, she 
laughs, on Friday 13. 


Opting to have a 
simultaneous 
reconstruction, using a 
flap of stomach tissue, she 
was in theatre for more 
than 11 hours-an 
agonising wait for her 
husband, Roderick. 

Shona recovered with 
impressive speed. When 
she was discharged, all 
four of her siblings came 
to visit; it was the first time 
they’d all been together for 
30 years. 

Shona had broken the 
news of her diagnosis to 
constituents by writing a 
piece in the local 
newsletter. 

Radiotherapy followed, 
then regular doses of the 
anti-cancer drugs 
herceptin and tamoxifen. 
The final hurdle was 
surgery to remove her 
ovaries (because her 
cancer was an oestrogen 
sensitive strain), which 
took place this spring. 

Still having regular 
checks, Shona is now 
cancer-free and is, as ever, 
throwing herself into work, 
family and social life. 
Among other things she’s 
just become a trustee of 
Red Balloon in Cambridge, 
a school for children 
who’ve struggled in 
mainstream education. 
And she hasn’t ruled out 
one day standing for 
Parliament: “Never say 
never”. 

Last week she took to 
the streets of Edinburgh 
for the annual Moonwalk, 
held to raise cash for 
breast cancer charities. 

“It’s not about me,” she 
says. “It’s about doing 
something for other 
people who are living with 
cancer.” 

“When I look back, I do 
feel incredibly lucky,” adds 
Shona. 

“No, it hasn’t always 
been easy. But I’m still 
here - and I feel really 
positive about the future.”

Refuge in 
Quartet 
for ‘old 
duffers’ 


S UCCESS onstage can be 
a terrible thing. Although 
wonderful while it lasts, 
once the applause has petered 
out, the looks have faded and 
the fame has dwindled, what 
do the stars of yesteryear have 
to live for? 

This is the question asked by 
Ronald Harwood in Quartet, which 
has been revived for a national tour. 

Quartet is set in a retirement home 
for superannuated opera singers. 

Their voices have long gone, their 
careers done and dusted. All that the 
inmates, as they refer to themselves, 
have to fall back on is memories, and 
one another’s company, not to 
mention the maintenance of an old 
operatic hierarchy which keeps them 
segregated from mere chorus singers. 

This routine they quietly enjoy until 
a newcomer puts noses out of joint. 
Not only does Jean, a very grand 


former soprano, flatly refuse to 
perform the quartet from Rigoletto at 
the home’s annual Verdi celebration, 
she also, it turns out, used to be 
married to one of the residents, who 
is still carefully licking his wounds. 

The inspiration for Quartet came to 
Harwood when he saw a BBC 
documentary called Tosca’s Last Kiss, 
about a retirement home near Milan. 

“It was about Verdi’s home near 
Milan, which he left for old opera 
singers and musicians. It was a most 
moving film and years later it came 
back to me as an idea for a play. I was 
very flattered when I went to see the 
Italian production in Milan and the 
president of the Verdi home said to 
me, did I go there to do research?” 

The play was first performed in 
1999 to great success. Timothy West, 
who is in the revival cast, remembers 
chortling when he saw it. 

“But to look at it in a slightly 
different angle might be interesting,”

he says. “I think it’s a slightly more 
serious play than it was treated as 
before. Possibly because I’m getting a 
bit older myself.” 

West plays Wilfred, still lively 
despite the recent loss of his wife of 
35 years. There is certainly enough 
darkness to chew on, including 
loneliness, poverty, dementia and 
death. But Susannah York, on reading 
the play, found the whole thing “a 
charming subject”. 

She plays the splendid Jean, a 
great diva now hobbling on a stick 
until she gets a new hip. “They’re all 
quite fractious,” she says, “but the 
spark of real humanity keeps going.” 

Although age’s indignities are a 


common experience for everyone, all 
the cast agree that there is something 
particularly pointed about the play for 
members of their profession, even if 
they’re not actual singers. 

“It is about losing fame, losing your 
skills and how do you cope with that,” 
says Gwen Taylor, who plays Cissy, 
an old mezzo who is gaily losing her 
marbles. 

“Do you continue to see yourself 
as an important star or do you let it 
fade away and forget about it?” 

The fear of not being remembered 
gnaws away at older actors. “Casting 
directors are very young nowadays 
and have quite short memories,” 
remarks West, who made his name 


as Edward VII on television before 
many casting directors were born. 

“You may think you’ve done a lot in 
your life but the people who might 
employ you have never even heard of 
you. Or think you’re already dead.” 

Fortunately for Quartet’s quartet, 
Harwood’s play is a perfect vehicle 
for the senior thespian. That and its 
universal subject must explain its 
popularity abroad. The next set of 
anxieties arrives when the cast get to 
the rehearsal room. 

“The characters have anxiety about 
memory,” says York, “It gets more 
difficult as you get older. That is very 
familiar for many actors. Underneath 
the bravado, the fear of not being able 


to work is something that I think all 
older people feel.” 

Harwood recalls that anxiety during 
the first preview of the play in 
Guildford. “I said to my wife, ‘Well, 
this won’t come into London: they’ll 
never know it. And on the first night it 
was faultless. Actors are very 
extraordinary beings.” 

For the cast of Quartet, work has 
happily not dried up either. 

“Somebody’s got to play the old 
duffers,” says West.

The big film 


GET HIM TO THE GREEK (15,109 
mins) Comedy. Russell Brand,

SUPPORTING characters can make a 
film. 

James Bond wouldn’t have his licence 
to thrill without diabolical villains Jaws 
and Oddjob or alluring sex kittens 
Honey Ryder and Pussy Galore. 

Darth Vader’s heavy breathing booms 
across the Star Wars universe and 
Batman would be little more than a 
bored billionaire in a fancy dress 
without the demented Joker. 

Gollum was precious to the Lord Of 
The Rings trilogy and Stanley 
Kubrick’s 2001: A Space Odyssey 
wouldn’t be quite as epic without 
omnipresent computer HAL-9000. 
However, these characters linger on 
the periphery for a reason: we love 
their eccentricities in small, 
concentrated doses. 

Get Him To The Greek foolishly 
promotes a supporting player - 
Russell Brand’s egotistical rock star 
Aldous Snow from the 2008 
relationship comedy Forgetting Sarah 
Marshall-to centre stage in his own 
film. You can have too much of a good 
thing and we have our fill of Aldous’s 
sexist outbursts well before the first 
hour. 



After years of dizzying success, 
Aldous releases the album African 
Child, which is lambasted by critics. 
One deems it the third worst thing to 
happen to Africa after war and famine. 
Soon after, the singer breaks up with 
girlfriend Maggie Q (Byrne) and falls 
into disrepute in London. 

During a pitch meeting with crazed 
record company supremo Sergio 
(Combs), underling Aaron Green (Hill) 
hits upon the brilliant idea of a 10th 
anniversary comeback concert to 
celebrate Snow’s most famous live 
outing at the legendary Greek Theater 
in Los Angeles. 

Despite initial reservations, Sergio 
eventually agrees and issues his 
minion with an ultimatum: “From the 
moment you touch down, you have 
72 hours to get Aldous Snow to the 
Greek.” 


Unfortunately, Aldous loves to party, 
leading to a series of debauched 
encounters that jeopardise Aaron’s 
relationship with his girlfriend Daphne 
(Moss). 

Get Him To The Greek is a filthy- 
minded road movie pairing a sweet, 
lovable everyman with a swaggering 
lech, who asks for Aaron’s honest 
opinion ot African Child and when he 
gets it, responds icily, “There’s a layer 
of respect, admittedly, for your 
truthfulness, but it’s peppered with 
hate.” 

Rapport between the leads is 
lukewarm, giving Combs the 
opportunity to scene steal as the 
bullish music maven with a large 
family to support. 

Writer-director Nicholas Stoller 
contrives some sporadically hilarious 
sequences including a hallucinogenic 
brawl at a Las Vegas casino, and the 
songs and music videos for Aldous 
and Jackie Q are a foul-mouthed 
delight. 

However, he also pads out the running 
time with dull interludes such as 
Aldous’ reunion with his father 
(Meaney) and a threesome involving 
Daphne that leaves us feeling 
uncomfortable. 

Like the LP which takes the lustre off 
Aldous’s glittering career, Get Him To 
The Greek hits too many bum notes.

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Welcome rainfall brings 
out some tough culprits

S UMMER showers 
always perk up 
plants, but rainfall at 
this time of year is a 
double-edged sword. 

Yes, showers are good for the 
garden, plants look refreshed 
and a heavy downpour saves 
masses of time on watering, 
but they also bring out slugs, 
snails and, worst of all, weeds. 

No sooner have you weeded 
the beds and borders during a 
fine spell, than you’ll have to 
do it again following a 
downpour, as seedlings emerge 
and difficult perennial weeds 
such as ground elder, couch 
grass and bindweed do their 
worst, climbing up plants or 
spreading their underground 
roots so they are virtually 
impossible to eradicate. 

Of course, the answer with 
annual weeds is to hoe 
regularly between your beloved 
shrubs and edibles, cutting the 
weed seedlings off before they 
really take hold. If you let them 
flower you’ll regret it as they’ll 
shed seed everywhere and 
reappear later on, giving you 
more work. 

But perennial weeds are the 
true bugbear of the gardener. If

you have an issue with 
bindweed, digging out what 
you can on a regular basis will 
reduce the problem but it won’t 
kill it, as the rhizomes are deep 
and easily break into 
fragments, each of which 
produces a new plant. 

Ground elder is another 
invasive nuisance, its 
underground rhizomes taking 
hold and often smothering 
those of neighbouring plants. It 
can also spread by seed. 

Hoeing and digging is 
difficult because of its habit of 
creeping among the plants you 
want to keep. 

The other bane of the 
gardener’s life is couch grass, its 
strong spikes always appearing 
where you don’t want them, 
among plants in beds and 
borders. They are difficult to 


eradicate but not impossible as 
the rhizomes are quite shallow 
and you can loosen the soil and 
gently follow the trail of the 
rhizome without breaking it, 
pulling out long intact lengths 
of it. 

Pearlwort is another defiant 
perennial weed which seems to 
have made its way into my 
garden over the years. It is 
commonly found on paths or 
in closely-mown grass and is 
often mistaken for moss, but it 
spreads out and produces tiny 
white flowers. 

As it doesn’t grow much 
above ground level and 
because it roots as it spreads, 
it’s almost impossible to 
eradicate because if you try to 
pull it out some pieces of stem 
and root will be left behind, 
which will then come back. 

The best way to tackle it is to 
put a thick mulch over it. 

With many perennial weeds, 
you’ll either need to cover 
them with a weed-suppressing 
membrane or treat them on a 
dry, still day with systemic 
weedkiller, which will be 
ingested by the plant and so kill 
its roots. After a few weeks you 
should be able to dig up and 
dispose of the dead roots, 
although you must remain 


vigilant and deal with any 
weeds which may return if you 
missed a bit. 

Of course, there are 
measures which will deter 
weeds. A thick mulch (at least 
10cm (4in) deep) between 
plants in borders, and good 
ground cover plants such as 
hardy geraniums will all help. 
Alternatively you could cover 
bare, moist soil with clear 
plastic in summer so that the 
surface soil gets hot - scorching 
and killing weed seeds. 

If your borders are awash 
with perennial weeds, you may 
have to think about starting 
again. Dig up all the plants you 
want to keep and plant them in 
a temporary spot or in a pot, 
cover the soil in the border 
with a layer of old carpet and 
wait for the weeds to die. It will 
take patience, perhaps a year 
or more, but it’ll be worth it. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Penstemon 

Voted the plant of the month 
for June by the Horticultural 
Trades Association, 
penstemons were first 
popularised in the UK by 
Victorian plant-hunters such 
as David Douglas, and have 
since been hybridised in 


nurseries providing the many 
cultivars that are now firmly 
established as stars of the 
summer border. Whether you 
choose E ‘Garnet’, ’Firebird’ or 
‘Port Wine’, penstemons are 
incredibly easy to grow and 
only require a little care and 
attention from time to time. 

Their main requirement is 
good drainage and a sunny 


position in the garden. They 
can be grown either in a border 
or in decorative containers to 
be placed on the patio or by the 
front door. Most penstemons 
are hardy, have a bushy habit 
and flower through summer to 
autumn. The majority of 
cultivars can also survive a 
British winter if the crown is 
protected with a dry mulch.

Men crash 
head-on 
more often 


WHEN it comes to road 
accidents, women are 
more likely to have 
scrapes and bumps while 
men are more prone to 
head-on collisions, 
research shows. 

Female motorists are more 
likely to put in claims for 
collisions on roundabouts 
and hitting cars from behind, 
a study of more than two 
million accidents by 
insurance company Diamond 
found. 

As well as having head-on 
collisions, men were more 
likely to hit crash barriers and 
trees or drive up and down 
embankments. 

Men were also more likely 
than women to drive through 
floods or suffer a vehicle fire, 
according to the study, which 
looked at five years of 
accidents. 

Women suffered more than 
men from having their car 
broken into and having 
something taken from inside, 


while men were more likely to 
have their car stolen outright. 

Diamond’s managing 
director Sian Lewis said: 
“Women tend to be in more 
accidents at slower speeds, 
where cars are close together, 
while men have more high¬ 
speed accidents where it is 
easy to lose control. 

“Our research suggests the 
way men and women drive is 
different. 

“Possibly men drive faster 
and more aggressively than 
women, while women are 
more easily distracted than 
men when behind the wheel 
of a car.” 

She went on: "It’s very 
strange that men’s cars are 
more likely to catch fire than 
women’s. I can’t explain why 
that would happen. 

“But one reason why women 
are more likely to have their car 
broken into is perhaps because 
they’re more likely to leave ex¬ 
pensive items, like their hand¬ 
bag or sunglasses, on show 
than men.”

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
